American steamship Evelyn, which 
left New York January 29 with a car- 
go of cotton for Bremen, "truck a 
mine off Borkum Island in the North 
sea on Friday. The vessel sank

captain and 27 of her crew wer< saved 
by a German steamer. It has not been 
learned what nation placed the mine 


(The Evelyn was a single screw 


steamship commanded by Captain 
Smith. She belonged to A. H. Bull 
& Co. of New York and was chartered 
by the Harrlss-Irby Cotton company to 
take a cargo of cotton to Bremen, 
Sha was built In 1883 at Southampton 
and was of 1,936 tons gross burden. 
She was 252 feet long and 38 3 feet 
beam.) 


Washington, Feb 
23—Official an- 


nouncement that the American steam- 
ship Evelyn was blown up and lost on 
Friday In the North sea was made 
on Sunday when the state department 
gave out the following cablegram re- 
ceived from the American consul at 
Bremen: 


The Evelyn, Captain Smith, agent 


Bull & Co o£ New York, blown up 
Friday at Borkum. Crew saved 
Ship 


and cargo lost. This telegram via 
Rotterdam. 
, 


Secretary Bryan at once had the 


cablegram reported to the ambassa- 
dor at Berlin and London with in- 
structions to see that every provision 
was made for the crew and to report 
all facts of the eiploslon as soon 
as obtained. The message fails to 
state whether the vessel was de- 
stroyed by a mine or some other 
agency, hut in tho absence of definite 
Information it Is presumed a mine 
was the agency.

Is not known by what route the Evelyn

An English transport with troops 


of Kitchener's new army which is be- 
ing rushed to France on board, and 
another steamship accompanying it, 
have been sunk, according to a wire- 
less dispatch from Berlin received on 
Sunday by the International News 
Service, via Sayville, N J 
This Is the 


first news of disaster to a military 
transport 
which has reached the 


United States 


Berlin dispatches via London fail to 


mention the sinking of the transport, 
and it Is believed the Item was de- 
leted by the English censors. 


In addition to tho two ships men- 


tioned in the Berlin dispatch three 
more were destroyed In the blockade 
of the British coast Sunday, making 
the total ten since the Germans In- 
augurated 
their 
campaign against 


British shipping. 


According to a London Central 


News dlspa'ch, the British trading 
ship Downshlre was sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine oft the Calf of Man, 
an Island In the Irish sea. The crew 
was given five minutes in which to 
take to the boats 
They were picked 


up by a trawler and landed at Dun- 
drum, In County Mayo. The Down- 
shire is the second merchantman 
sunk since the German blockade be- 
gun.

The senate committee agreed with

The demand of the Intel-mountain 


country for an adequate navy was 
voiced by Senator Smoot of Utah In 
an amendment which would appro- 
priate $30,000,000 for the construction 
of 
50 submarines of the seagoing 


type to have a surface speed of not 
less than 25 knots and 26 submarines 
for coast defense work to cost not to 
exceed $560,000 each, exclusive of ar- 
mor and armament, the entire appro- 
priation to be available until ex- 
pended. 


"The European war has demonstrat- 


ed beyond any question," said Senator 
Smoot, "that submarines are Invalu- 
able for defense of coast cities and the 
coast line.

ment. 


Senator Brandegee of Connecticut 


denounced Thomas' doctrine as "noth- 
ing less than treasonable " 


"I regard It ar In accordance with 


my senatorial duties," said Brande- 
gee, "to warn the people that they 
have been and are living in a fool's 
paradise I do not believe that, in the 
present temper of the world, It does 
us any good to sit and fold our arms 
and talk about the beauties of turn- 
ing swords into plow shares." 


London, Feb. 22.—The cargo of the 


American steamer WJlhelmlna will be 
lield by the British government pend- 
ing a decision of the prize court. 


And British merchant vessels will 


continue to use the American flag, or 
any other flag, whenever they think It 
necessary to do so to escape destruc- 
tion by the Germans.

eign flags, but makes it clear that the 
use of foreign flags will be permitted.

A HUMANE CUSTOM. 


Field I* Sat Ailde an Which Supplies 


Are Grown and Stored In Readl- 


ne*i to Appeals Hunger of 


Chance Visitor. 


In South Africa, among the natives, 


there Is a custom which, has never 
been mentioned by any tra\ elor In his 
talcs In the Transkei, Basutolaad and 
Bechuanaland, nearly ovory fair sized 
village has a field sot aside Tor strong- 
ora 
In a vlllago wliore tbo king re- 


sides, usually his chief wlfo IB told off 
to cultivate this fleld and store away 
all the product In tha upper part of 
bar hut, and If In any adjacent > lllngo 
some chief woman Is saddled \\ 1th tho 
work, no man of tho tribe Is permitted 
to touch any food thus stored 


The king's wife, or whew or culti- 


vates the land, takes hor shnro ot tho 
product nnd makes her living out of 
It, but all over and above the amount 
actually consumed must be set aside 
anil preserved 
She may not trade 


with nny other wlfo ot tho kitiR 


This fleld la known as tho ' Strang- 


ers' 
Field" 'Whenever n stranger 


comes to tho village ho inakea known 
his wants to tho kins and ho IB Im- 
mediately relieved 
Tho boat hut In 


the village Is set apart for him, he 
eats tbo food of the stranger's flold, 
and the -wife of the king prepares the 
food for him with her own hand 
Ho 


lemalns a week, or a month, or any 
reasonable length of time, and his de- 
parture la never hastened 
Sometimes 


ho stays long enough to become a 
members of the tribe 


An amusing feature of this custom 


la tho fact that Indigent members of 
tbo tribe occasionally leave tho vlllago 
nnd go to other Tillages and become 
strangers, so that Tory often whcm a 
familiar faca has been missed from a 
certain village and anyone asks where 
So-and-So wont or what became of 
him, the Inquirer has been gravely In- 
formed that So and So was poor and 
became a stranger 
Some la?y men 


go around from vlllago to •Ullage and 
when they return to their original kraal 
thev spin the yarn that they have 
been working In tho mines' 
Then 


again one often can run across So-and 
So in a distant viliago living on the 
fat of tho land as a stranger and be 
Ing treated to royal hospltallt> 


There are no beggars in Africa

Building the Kitchen Fire. 


A good way to build a coal flre In 


a range is to crush paper and place it 
in the empty firebox, lightly placing 
on it finely split wood laid like lattice 
work. On this arrange a second layer 
of slightly larger kindling of hard 
wood. Replace the covers and light 
the paper from underneath. See that 
all dampers are open and checks 
closed. 


When the wood begins to burn, 


which should be In about three min- 
utes, add two shovelfuls of coal so 
placed as to rest on tie burning wood. 
When this ignites add cpal to fill the 
box to within one or two inches of 
the covers—never above the top of 
the oven, otherwise there will not be 
air space, to cause a draft. 


In a few minutes, usually about five, 


depending on the strength of the draft, 
close the smoke damper so as to send 
the heated air around the oven and up 
the chimney. Keep the ,lower draft 
open till the coal begins to look red 
In a few places, then close all drafts.

This scarf may he worn either as a 


double scarf in the ordinary way as a 
sleeping hood with the ends-twisted 
round the neck and crossed in front, 
or as a protection to the chest by 
putting it on with the cap part form- 
Ing a full warm front under an over- 
coat, the ends- crossed on the shoul- 
ders and brought around under the 
arm. 


It Is worked In khaki wool; a 


bone hook, No. 12 and about fourteen 
ounces of wool, will be needed to 
make a scarf about two and a half 
yards long and twelve inches wide; of 
course, it can be made wider and long- 
er or 'narrower and shorter, if pre- 
ferred, when more y>r less chain 
stitches should be worked for the 
foundation.

To Mend Linen. 


Linen, if it is not too fine, is. most 


successfully mended on the sewing ma- 
chine. Baste a piece of old linen un- 
derneath the hole or worn spot and 
darn back and forth on the machine. 
Trim off all.loose threads and press. 
This method is most successful with 
table linen. It is better to mend be- 
fore a hole appears. New linen should 
never be used for mending table linen,

The United States Wheat Pro- 


duction Admits of 100 Mil- 


lion Bushels for Export 


The talk in the press some little 


time back of placing an embargo on 
wheat, brought forcibly to the minds 
of the people of the United States a 
condition that may at some time in 
the near future face them. 100 mil- 
lion bushels ot an export of wheat 
means a splendid revenue to the 
country as well as to the farmer, 
and .If this were assured year after 
year, there would bo reason for con- 
siderable congratulation. 
But last 


year's 
magnificent 
and 
abundant 


crop, which was estimated at 891 
million bushels, cannot be expected 


/every year. With a home consump- 


tion of 775 million bushels, and 
a 


production In many years' of little 
more tlinu this, the fact is apparent 
that at an early date the United 
States will have to Import wheat. It 
will be then that the people of the 
United States will be looking to other 
markets for a supply. And It is then 
that the value of Western Canada 
lands will be viewed with consider- 
able favor. The great area of wheat 
lands in Canada will then be called 
upon to provide the greatest portion 
of the old world's supply, and also, In 
the opinion of the writer, that of the 
United States as well. 
At present 


there are only about 12 million acres 
of these lands producing wheat. There 
are five times that many acres that 
can be brought under successful culti- 
vation. 
Apart altogether from the 


value of these lands a» wheat pro- 
ducers there Is an increased value to 
them from the fact that the soil Is 
especially adapted to the growing of 
many other kinds of grain as well as 
all manner 
of cultivated grasses, 


while the native grasses are a won- 
derful asset In themselves. The cli- 
mate is especially favorable to the 
raising of live stock, such as horses, 
cattle, sheep and hog*. 
All these 


bring Into the limelight the adapta- 
bility of the soil, the climate and 
all other necessary conditions, to the 
carrying on of dairy farming, in a 
most profitable way. 


There la no question that high 


prices for all that the farmer-can grow 
or raiae will continue for some years, 
and this Is the great opportune time 
to take advantage of what Western 
Canada offers, lands may be had as 
a free grant. These are mostly lo- 
cated some little distance from rail- 
ways at the present time, but sooner 
or later will be well served by rail- 
ways that are projected Into these 
districts. Land may. also be secured 
by purchase at reasonable price, and 
on easy terms from holders of same.

The United States Wheat Pro- 


duction Admits of 100 Mil- 


lion Bushels for Export. 


The talk in the press some little 


time back of placing an embargo on 
wheat, brought forcibly to the minds 
of the people of the United States a 
condition that may at some time In 
the near future face them. 
100 mil- 


lion bushels of an export of wheat 
means a splendid 
revenue to the 


country as well as to the farmer, 
and If this were assured year aftor 
year there would bo reason for con- 
siderable congratulation. 
Out last

crop, which was estimated 
at 
SJ1 


million bushels, caunot be expected 
'every year. With a home conmimp- 
' tion of 775 million bushel*, and 
a 


production in many years of little 
more than this, the fact is apparent 
that at an early date the 
Tjnllcd 


States will have to import wheat. It 
will bo then that the people of the 
United States will be looking to other 
markets for a supply. And it la then 
that the value of Western Canada 
lands will be viewed with consider- 
able favor. The great area of wheat 
lands In Canada will then be called 
upon to provide the greatest portion 
of the old world's supply, and also, In 
the opinion of the writer, that of tho 
United States aa well. 
At present 


there are only about 12 million acres 
of these lands producing -wheat. There 
are five times that many acres that 
can be brought under successful culti- 
vation. 
Apart altogether from the 


value of these lands aa wheat pro- 
ducers there is an increased value to 
them from the fact that the soil Is

eggs late in the year is hatch pullets 
early 
It is the early hatches from 


which the early pullets are derived 
that are the largest money makers 
for the poultry producer. The early 
hatched cockerels can be marketed 
in almost any market in''America 
when they attain a weight of three- 
fourths of a pound to one and one- 
half pounds each, which they should 
reach at about six to ten weeks of 
age, respectively, at a greater profit 
to the producer than at any other 
time of their lives. The early hatch- 
ed pullets, if properly grown, should 
begin to lay in the fall when eggs 
are scarce and high in price.

of Wisconsin. The people who live 
in the state arid own any'. quantity of 
land will have to be brought to a 
realization of the necessity of con- 
serving the forests, and by working 
individually as well as collectively 
there is no question but what some- 
thing can be accomplished, altho the 
glory of Wisconsin forests have, de- 
parted forever. We can splutter ar- 
ound a bit and tell what the legisla- 
ture should or should not do, but it 
wi'l not amount to much as a restor- 
er of forests. 
The forests are gone, 


and nobody living today, nor tlilr 
children, grandchildren, npr great 
grand children will ever see them 
restored. 
They were here when Co- 


lumbus discovered America, and a 
great many many years before that, 
and while they were easy to- tear 
down it will take a long, time to even 
make a start at restoring them, and 
it is doubtful if much will ever be 
accomplished along this line.
